Isfii winning their share of the inirses and i»erliai>s 
more, if their {•rooortionate rviireseiitation in the 
raeiiia la* taken into eonsideratioii. 

Eastern natrons of raeinK formed an unfavorable 
o|>iiiioii of Kentneky liorses as a result of the dis- 
aiiiMiiiitin;; showiiiK of the few that raced at the 
Empire t'ity. meeting, failiiiK to take into account 
that they wen* not n*all.v reprcst*iitative of the 
l!ors**s that had been fitturinj; i)roiniucutly in Ken- 
tnck.v raciUK this year. Wbat has lK*«*n takiii;; 
plate hen* lias cliun(.*ed the unfavorable first im- 
prcssi.ius formed as to thi* calibre of western horses 
and they are now receivinjr respt-ctful consid*.*ra- 
tloii. i'or various reasons, tlie western r«*i>resenta - 
tion here this year is not as stronf;, uumericall.v, 
as usual, hut it tvrtaiul.v is giving a gtsui account 
of itself. 

Lnn.'ford and Saivle, who had things pn*tty much 
tlicir own way in Kentuck.v among the saddle bri- 
gatlc. have had few oi»iK)rtnnities since the meeting 
o!x*U'd to deniimstrate their riding ability for the 
benefit of eastt m i>atn)us of the sxmrt. Nearly 
all of the imisirtant stabh*s have riders under con- 
tract and Ito.vs without such connections have little 
chance to show th«*ir capabilities here. Sande, 
who rode witli a fair degn*e nf success at the Eni- 
idrv City tnick, came into the limelight for the 
first time when he scored with Jefferson Living- 
ston’s Solid lUx-k at loag ud<ls on Saturday. Luus- 
f<*nl will have his ciiants* when the horses of tlie 
E. B. McLa-an stable come into the racing action 
in earnest within the next few days. 

Trainer G«*orge li. Strate will ship the horses 
he lias lx*eu racing in the east for J. 11. Uosseter 
back to the fe.nn of their owner in Sonoma County, 
Califoniia, at the close of the Saratoga meeting. 
Tliere are five yearlings at the farm. *tlie prtHluw* 
of Euglisli maivs imimrted by Mr. Uosseter that 
rtsiuire attention in preparation for next year’s 
racing. Tliey are liy approv«*d English stallions, 
their «iams having bet*n broug’.it to this country 
while in foaL 

FRIAR ROCK TO HEAD STUD. 

Tlie stallion Friar Rock and twenty-six mares of 
clmice bre**ding tliat Mr. Uosseter rec<*ntl.v i»ur- 
chased from John E. Madden, will lx* shiiiiK*d from 
Hamburg Place in Kentucky to the Uosseter ranch 
in California as sikui as the foals of all of the 
mares involved in the transaction shall have be-.*n 
weenesl. When tliey reach California. Mr. Itosseter 
will have a total of thirty-seven broodmares at 
Wickiup Uam-h with whicli to carry on his breed- 
ing ois-ratious. Besidtis the stallion Friar Itock, 
Mr. Uosseter has tin* tried and true stallion Dis- 
guise. now tweiit.v .vears old. at Wickiup, and has 
lH*t*n using him up to this time for nicking with his 
imiHirteil man*s. Friar Rock, for which John E. Mad- 
den paid a fain-y price afU-r he had made a wonder- 
ful r«*<*ord in racing as a three-year-old. is de- 
stined to supplant Disguise in futiin* sea-sons as 
the leading st.illion at Wickiup, and will be given 
ever.v opiMirl unity for making good. 

Knsl Iturlew has tliri*e horst*s here and his colors 
will lx* shown iu tiie near future. His stable con- 
sists of He Will, a gixx] horse in his day, but now 
something of a criiiple; the sia*txly fill.v Thistle and 
the tw«-y»*ar-<dd G(dd laite. which has ni>t yet 
rac*ed. 

Rog«*r Minton has severerl his c<inuection with 
tlie stable of J. K. L. Ross and is now devoting 
bis attention to the making of jo<'key Taplin’s cu- 
gageiucnts. 

Henry A. Porter has given up hoix.* that his fast 
two-year-old, High Time, will stay three -iiuarters 
in g<Mxl «*ompany. High Time has a sensational 

turn of early six*ed. but five-eighths apix-ars to be 
about as far as he <-ares to maintain it. Mr. Porter 
ia isinfideut. however, that his «sdt. Pride of India, 
which has not yet fa«x-d the starting barrier, will 
show himself to lx* Billy Kelly’s superior if he cau 
!x* brought to the ra<x*s in the same condition us 
lx*fore the mishap wliich has tenuxirarily shelved 
liim with a bruised heel. Mr. Porter bases his 
Is'lief iiixm knowl(*dge of the cianparative abilit.v 
of Pride of India, High Time and others of liis 
two-year-olds. 

Billy Oliver has not shown his i-olors at Sara- 
toga yet. but cxix*cts to lx* niu<-h iu evidemx* later 
on, when some of the selling platers are wearing 

d<iWJi.

The Saratoga Six'eial. for two- year-olds, will lx; one of the leading featun*s of next Saturday’s rac- 
ing. It is a real sixirting affair, iu whieh the value is made by owlicr’s subscriptions, the winner to take 

the winde iMit. The Saratoga .Vssociation adds $1,000 in gold plate, otlierwise the owners interested run 
their horses for their own money exclusively. A subscription costs half forfeit. .\u owner can take 

as iiiauj* subscriptions as lie pleases. For eaeli subscription he iias the riglit to name tliree horses, but 

only one in eacii subseriptiou can start. Tims, W. It. Coe, Willis Sliarpe Kilmer, Jobii Sanford and U. P. 
Whitney eacli tixik two subscriptions. It follows that eacli of tliese owners of six named youngsters can 
ix* representeil hy two starters, if he so elects, wliik* each of the ctlier twenty -one snbscrilx'rs can start 
but one. Tliere an* no ixualtles or allowances in this race, so the starters race on tlicir merits at wpial 
weights. 

“The SiX'cial’’ has from its first aniiomiceuicnt apix*aled strongly to owners. It follows that its 
roster of winners is one of iiiiifomily high class two-year-olds, iiielmling such wonders as Sysonby, Colin 
ahd Regret.

NEW TRACK TO BE BUILT AFTER WAR 



Dufferin Park Managemant to Construct Milo Course 
in the Vicinity of Toronto. 



(By Ed Cole.) 

Saratoga, N. Y’., .Vugust 7. — When the war is 
over there will la; a new mile track in <-l«se touch 
with Toronto. The MetroixiHtaii Racing Association, 
which has lx*eii holding forth at DulTerin I’ark for 
the past twelve years, will transfer its franehist* 
to a siKit within aixmt twenty minutes’ ride of To- 
ronto on the line of the Grand ’rrniik Railroad, 
within easy access by trolley car, and adjacent to 
the Hamilton Highway, which will satisfy the 
uutouiubilsts. 

An option has lx*en seciirt*d on two or three sites 
for building an up-to-date plant patterned after 
the lx*st institutions of the kind iu the country. 
No effort, however, will lx* made to build until hos- 
tilities cease abroad. The Metroix)litan Assoeiation 
will <-oiiform to all the edicts of the Canadian 
Racing Associations, which, it is presumed, will hold 
jurisdiction in conjunction with a racing commis- 
sion. over ail institutions iu the Dominion when 
racing is again established iu Canada. 

Moving the franchise of the Metroixditau Turf 
-\sMM-iatiou to another location will eliminate one 
of the half-mile tracks, and will leave Hillerest 
Park, uiuiuestiouubly the lK*st-e<iiiipix*d and most 
ixipiilar institution of the kind iu Canada, standing 
alone as a Toronto institution.

OUT AFTER SALVATOR’S MILE RECORD 



Special Bace to Be Arranged at Saratoga with Suit- 
able Purse to Attract Fast Milers.

Saratoga, N. Y’., August 7. — Sun Briar’s record 
breaking mile in yesterday was the out- 

standing topic among owners and turfmen tiiis 
uioi'uiug and there is a growing interest for the as- 
sociation to card a six*cial mile race tliat would 
bring all the cracks together, having for its object 
the lowering of Salvator’s mile time of l:3ji4. made 
over tlie I.ung Branch track. 

A suitable purse, with an extra moiietar.v consider- 
ation. if Salvator’s time was reduced, would bring 
together the ix*st milers liere and it is generally 
thought that the record would go by the boards. 

Oue of the foremost to lixjk with favor ou the 
proixisitlou was Andrew Miller, who declared liis 
willinguess to send Roamcr into eompetitiou to lower 
the mile mark. “I would regard it as a pleasure- 
able sporting proixisition to start Roamer if such 
race could lx; arranged.” said Mr. Miller this after- 
mxiii. “The weiglits could lx* arranged iu satis- 
factory fasliiou to ail. For example, tbree-year-olds 
could be weiglitcd witli 10.j ixiuuds and those older 
could carry 115 ixjuuds.” 

It is more than proliable that the Saratoga Asso- 
ciation, knowing wliat a sterling attraction the race 
would be, will offer a tempting purse for the lx*st 
of tlie horses liere to meet witli the object of re- 
ducing Salvator’s mile record.

IU* has run 134 
races and won 3tJ, and $31,9.'»7 iu bis racing career 
o£ eight years. 



Saratoga. N. Y., August 7. — Walter M. Jeffords’ 
Star Hampton, a chestnut colt by Star Shixit — Dor- 
othy Hampton, an eleventh hour addition to the 
Alban.v Handicap, worth $3,335 net to the wiiiner. 
furnislied an upset when he won hy a scant length 
from Bill.v Kelly, with Blairgowrie in third phu*e. 
It was the first defeat tliat Billy Kelly has sus- 
tained in these parts and his downfall was iiiostl.v 
due to Ids rider’s action iu allowing the Poison rt*ii- 
resentative to come wide ou the stretch turn, which 
cost him several lengths and enabled Star Hamp- 
ton. wliich, by staying clo.se to the inner rail. 
savt*d a vast amount of ground and passed into the 
lead. During the final eiglitli Billy Kelly made a 
game effort to again head th<* leader, but the differ- 
euee in weight, Billy Kelly eoucediug Star Hampton 
eiglitt*en iionuds. was a telling factor and the Jef- 
fords’ representative suec«*eded iu iiiaintainiiig his 
lead. It was tlie general opinion that liad Simpson, 
stayed close to the* inner rail he would have lx*en 
retunu*d the winner. 

Though lx;uteu this afternoon. Bill Kelly did not 
lose much prestige, hut it cost his owner the stakes. 

Intensely sweltering weather followed a hard 
thunder and rain storm of this niuriiiug. but the 
tra<-k showed no effects of the dreiiebiug it n*eeived 
and was again liglitning fast. Tlie sport was again 
interi*sting and finlslies close iu most of tin* daslies. 
Most of the rae-es develoix*d sunirises In the over- 
throw of favorites. 

Tlie steeplecimse was again contested by a small 
field and it d**veloi>ed into om* of the closest finishes 
of tlie meeting. Garter, one of the extreme outsiders 
winning by a nose from the favorite. Sun King, 
with First Out iu tliinl place. The quartet of start- 
ers fenced well and coiitiiiiied through ‘the field iu 
coiiipaet order. Sun King wearing Garter^ the early 
h*ader, down just lx*fore reaching tin* last hedge, 
hut again succuiiilx*d iu the ruciug ou the flat to the 
finish. 

Harry Pxym* Whitney uncovered a ’ promising 
three-year-old colt iu his Out the Way, a fir.st- 
time starter, b.v I’eter Pun — Sweepaway. The <*olt’s 
preliminary fast trials were well known to the work 
recorders, resulting iu a short quotation for his 
baikcrs. Hi* displayed a high order of sjx*ed and 
dashed into a long lead at once, winning for the en- 
tire way never fully extended, witli Porte Draix*au 
iu second place and L’Infirmiere third. 

HAD BIDE BEATS AFBICAN ABBOW. 

I’aiiaman was given preference in the thinl race i|t 
one mile and liis success was mostly due to the in- 
comix*teut ride that Mergler put up on African 
.\rrow. The latter, under a gixxi ride, would have 
lx*eii an eas.v winner. Pe<*rless One, in this, was ou 
his sulk.v heliavior and refiisisl to extend himself 
during any part of the raee. 

I’eep Siglit proved lx*st of those that met iu the 
fifth raee. which was for selling platers and he U*il 
for praetiealiy the entire way to win from Le 
Diuo.'aiire, the favorite, witli I’erugino finishing 
tliird and go-iiig fastest of all. after having begun 
slowly. 

Tile eom-ludiug raee furnished a victory for Han- 
nibal. carrying tin* colors of R. T. Wilson. He won 
easil.v from Joyful and ITicle’s Lissie. 

Star Huniiiton, the victor iu tlie Albany Stakes, 
was bought at auction during the yearling sales at 
Saratoga last year and cost liis present owner 
$9.<i(H). 

Robt. Odom claimed Le. Dinusaure after the fifth 
race for $1,10.5. 

Harry Meyers, who represents the Goviiigton dis- 
trict ill tlie Kentucky Legislature aud who has sliown 
liis friemlsliip for racing upon iiunieroiis ix-casions. 
was an arrival, liaviitg motored from Kentucky witli 
Mrs. Meyers, to enjoy a hit of the racing here. 

The first real test of tlie 191S yearling market 
will he made tomorrow, Thursda.v noon, when the 
Keiituck.v-lired yearlings from Thomas McDow- 
ell’s Aslilaiid Stud aud t’has. W, Mmire’s Mere Hill 
Stud will lx* ottered at the Fasig-Tiptou t’ompany’s 
paddocks. Tlie McDowell bund, priuciiuilly the get 
of 'fhe Manager, compare favorably with any baud 
of yearlings offered at auction in re«*ent years. They 
jxissess size aud substance, are iu magnificent condi- 
tion aud are tlie produce of a first-class band of 
mares, stake winners and pn.xlucers. Siiu-e their 
arrival here they have been the chief attraction 
at the sales padilock. 

The Jlere Hill Stud yearlings an* the get of 
McGee, wliose son. Extenninator, won the Kentuck.v 
Derby tills .vear and whose daughter. Viva Amerii*a. 
won tlie Kentiick.v Oaks, a unique record never b**- 
fon* made by a stallion. As these .vearlings repn*- 
sent the pick of thest* two studs, and the previous 
yearling offerings of the year have b;*en but 
m**diix-re. breeders an* anxiously awaiting the

Holly Hughes. Now a Lieutenant in Army, Stops 
Off to See Day’s Racing.

Saratoga. X. Y.. August 7. — One of tlie visitors, 
who was siirrouii.'hsl by a host of friends toilay. was 
Lieutenant Holly Iliiglies. tlie man who trained 
George Smith when lie won the Kentucky Ih-rhy. 
Lieutenant Hughes was one of the first to tliiiil; 
aisait “doing Ills hit” for his country and, after 
Joining the army, was plaosl in the quartermaster’s 
deiiartni'Mit of the remount scrviia*. So well did he 
fill the hill that he was soon made a lieutenant, 
lie stopiMsl off liere for a day just to shake liaiids 
with John Sanford, along with otliers. and will 
leave tomorrow for Cliicago on military business. 

Samuel Bnotli. one of New York’s racing entliii- 
siasts. drove liere this inorniiig after motoring 
from the metroiHilis. He left New York last iiiglit 
at six o’elm-k. stopiHsl off at Poughkeepsie for 
lunelusin. paid a judge $5 ten minutes later for 
violating the s]x>ed law ami lauded in Alhan.v at 
one o’cliK-k in the morning. He exiH'cts to remain 
out tlie si-ason here.

Jocke.v Fairlirother c.m show evidence's of the 
troiilile he eueountered while riding Tereiitia, being 
hit with a stone direetly after thu start in tlie 
Ciiited States Hotel Stakes, in whicli she finshed 
tiiird.

AN ENGLISH SELLING RACE BARGAIN 

It is a ceiincidciice that the only Iaa'O horses tliat 
have AA'on tlie Keiiiptoii Jubilee twice (Victor Wild 
and Ypsilaiiti) slioiild have liei'ii luirchased out of 
selling races, says the London Sportsman, and the 
eoiiicidems' carried furtlier by the facts that tlic.v 
Avere successful in siiccessiA’C years, tliat tlie same 
joikey rode tliem on each oci-asion (W. Bradford 
Avas on Victor Wild and Bernard Dillon on Ypsl- 
lanti), that tlioy Avere resiiectiA-ely five and six 
years old Avhen tlie.v scored, and that there was little 
differeius' in Hie weiglits they carried. Y'psibinti 
AAas .\iiierieaii-hred, li.v Galon' — Stefanette, and for 
Kirhard Croker ran twice (once filais'd third), Is'fore 
Avinqiiig a selling plate at Hurst Park, the perform- 
aiiis' imjiressiiig A. I*. Ciinliffe so favorably that, 
tlioiigli eiilereil to lie sold for only $250. he went 
to $2,100 to jiossess Iiim. For his new OAViier 
he came near to victory in the Osmanstoii Xiirsi'r.v 
at Ih'rb.v. tint next year quite recoA'en*d ids pur- 
chase money h.v acconiiting for .a stake at Liverpool 
Spring and the May Plate at Kemptoii. He was 
more or less forward for the remainder of tliat year. 
Ills Is'st iH'rfiiriii.'infs' ts-iiig in foIloAving Revi'liui' 
and Ru.val Gesirge Iiome for Hie Duke of York Stakes. 
He had little to shoAV for his four-year-old career, 
hut was ispial to AA'iiining tlie Chesterfield Cup at 
GocmIwihhI. with some useful ones bi'hind him, nud 
fiiiislied Avitli a third for tlie Derby Gold Cup. 

In 1903 Mr. Cuiiliffe’s horse made a giKid show 
Is'hind Over Norton :iiid Portcullis for Hie Lincoln- 
sliire llaiidicaii — Avliicli Sceptre essayed to win for 
the second time, and was fiftli — and his tliird on 
that iK-easioii isiiiited to his chance for tlie Jiibilei'. 
ill Avhicli Dillon’s aiipreutice alloAvaiu'e brought his 
iiii|M)st to 113 isiiinds, and he aa'.-is an eas.v Avinner 
liy a length and a lialf, much to the satisfaction of 
tile isiiineetions of Fallon’s stable, avIiosi' lead was 
largely followed liy Hie general public. Ypsilanti 
had another try for tlie IhTby Gold Cup. but 120 
IHiunds AVas a different Imrdeii from his previous one. 
and he, was uii|il,-iced. The following year was quite 
a triiiinpli for the ex-selling plater, for he went 
Hiroiigh iiiiehecked in England, and only knew a 
reverse Avlieii lie was sent to Paris in tlie autumn, 
and got Hiird in the Prix de Newmarket. He hs! 
off at Keiiiiitoii iiv cantering aAA'a.v witli the Queen’s 
I*ri*e under 12C. isiuiids, next aaoii a little rai-e at 
Lingfield and then — as in the case of Victor Wild 
—showed ids liking for Hie Siinbury isiiirse by a sec- 
ond victory in tlie JiiliUiM'. His 131 iKiiiiiiIs included 
!i teii-iKiund iN'iialty for liis previous success on the 
ground, and it was an exfs'llent iK'iforinance to beat 
the four-year-old Cerisier and saA-e him iif less than 
forty-eight pounds. He had little to do afterwards, 
for Ills tliris- snhsispu'iit raei'S included a couple of 
AA-alk-overs. There is no ni'ed to recapitulate his 
doings in lixi.',. for tliey were all easy tasks but two. 
One was in the Jubilee again, hut in liis tliird essay 
lie had 139 loi ami was iiiiplai-ed; and the other aams 
in till' Pi'A-eril of tlie I’eak Plate at Derby in Hie au- 
tumn. Avheii he Avas liackisl to A\’iu under 131 and 
faileil. After that year Ypsihinti did nothing of 
consisinems'. and having AA'on a $.500 plate in 1900. 
and another in 1907, he AVas sold to go to Aineriea 
ill the latter year. It can Is* said of him tliat he 
Avas a goisl horse o\'i*r liis oaa'II distance, and a judi- 
cious r.'s<-iie from selling-plater ranks.

ENFORCED BREEDING IN OLDEN TIMES 

Til* dearth of horses in England, due to the de- 
mands of the Avar and an inevitable consis|nem*es of 
the limitation of racing, has set some interested 
Avriters to delving into the metlimls ndopteil for deal- 
ing with a similar condition in the distant past. On * 
lias come aeross the pnivisions made in the time of 
Henry VIII., when the falling off in the lirei'ding 
of horsos was so pronounced that legisltition was im- 
pi'rativel.v demanded to arr'st it. The pn>amhle of 
the act referred to, while deiiloriiig the fact, pro- 
ceeds tints: 

‘"Tlie great dei-a.v of Hie generation and br'eding 
of giMid .•ind swift and strong horses, AvIiicIi lien*- 
tofore liave ls*en bred in tliis Rcalme to tlie gretit 
di'fcnse, profit and common comniiMlitie of the same, 
and now rciiii'iiibcring Hie like hris'd of horses is 
sorely diminislicd and deca.ved.” 

The :ict of 1537 itself provides as folloAVs: 

"The King’s Iliglmess, witli Lord Spiritual and 
Ti'iniMrall and the Commons in tliis present I’arlia- 
ment assembled, and by the authority of the same, 
hath ordained, enactcsl and established tliat every 
person and [lersons, as well as spiritual and t«*in- 
P'lrjill, of what estate, degree or condition socA'er 
Ik* or they |k>. whicli at tliis present time or at 
an.A' time hereafter shall have any I’arke or ground 
enclosed witli .a liedge, ditch, wall or pale wherein 
any dis*re. or at an.v time hereafter shall have nn.v 
P.'irke or grounds so enclosed wherein any deere is 
or shall Ih* usuall.v kept for game, containing tho 
i|uaiit it.v o' one mile in compass: 

“That overy such OAvnor of sucli Parke or ground 
is'iiig his own land, and every farmer of such Parke 
or ground being letten to Farme. from the 1st Da.v 
of Ma.v ill tlie year of our I..ord, 1.537, sliall keeji for 
every such I’arke or ground being enclosed as aforv- 
s:iid two mares, not spaied, apt and able to bt'an* 
foals, eaeli of tliem to the altitude or heiglit of 
tliirteene ‘handsf tills’ at the least, uism paine of 
forfeiture of 40 sliillings for ever.v month laeking 
Hie said mares contrary to this act.” — Toronto 
(iIoIm*. 

CANADIAN TURFMAN KILLED IN ACTION 

Saratoga, N. Y.. August 7. — Turfmen liere learned 
tisla.v that Lieut. -Col. Bartlett Mcla'llaii, of Mon- 
treal, one of Canada’s foremost turfmen, wlio a few 
.vears ago raced an extensive stable of stei'plecliasers 
on the NeAv York tracks, was killed in action in 
France on August 3. He left Montreal witli the 
first divisions of Canadian trooits and dnring 
Hie four .years lie was in servii'e lie A\'as in tlie 
thick of tise fray and Avas tAA'ice citeil for liraA-ery. 
At Hie time of liis death he was in command of the 
42ml liattalioii of the famous Canadian Black Watcli. 
One of his citations was the highly-priwd distin- 
giiishcd M'lvice order.

Tims iiicInsiA'e of the season’s three principal Cups, 
III* liad Avon six rail’s in succession, lint a greater 
acliii'vemcnt was still to folloAA’. Allusion is niade 
to the ('esari'witcli. in wliich he had 130 iHiiimIs 
to carrj’. hut wjis dominated by the liglitly weigliisl 
Westbotirne in the same ownership, liis starting 
price iM'ing 1,000 to 1.5. wliile the lialf -brother to 
Sterling stowl at one-tenth of the oihls. In styling 
Wi'stlsmrm' at tints relateil. I am assuming tiiat lie 
was liy Tlie Duke rather tlian by Oxford — Whisper. 
Had there bis'ii no Westbotirne in the field no 
Cliipitendale AA'inild IniA'e aa-oh the Cesarewitcli. for 
bi'tATiS'U his stable companion uud Dresden Cliin.i, 
Isoiiomy came within an ace of lieiiig kniM-kisl 
down, just as he was coming to win, and hut for 
Hie eoiitretemps I have not tlie least lUmbt he would 
have scored. 

ms GREATEST HANDICAP SUCCESS. 

One of the soundest -legged horses that over stiwsl 
on iron. Isonom.v was kept in training for a fourth 
season and great as liad Ins'n his previous record 
excelled everything when he aa'oii the Miiiicliestcr 
Slimmer Cup. He had 13-S pounds to carry, and 
the gronnil Avas as hard as a macadamizcil road. 
James I’otter, who was as fine ti horseman as he 
Avas exiiert trainer, had seen liim at exercise lie- 
fore breakfast, and expressed the opinion tliat. al- 
thongh lie could not tell what would Aviii. he knew 
what AA’otild not and that was Isoiiomy, Imt his 
judgment Avas at fault, for hard or soft going came 
alike to Mr. Gretton’s great horse, and I shall iii'A'er 
forget lioAV. ill the siiisTb hniidliiig of Tom Caiiiioii, 
he gave tliri'e stone and tliree pounds (fort.v five 
isniiids) to The .\bbot. AA'liicli less tlian a nnnith 
previously had tss'ii tliird in a close finisii Avitli 
I’etronel and Mniicaster for tlie Two Tlionsaiid 
Guineas, and beat liim by a neck. It AA'as a Hirill- 
ing feat, anil I tliink the most nstonisiiing 1 ever 
saw in a lianilicap. hut tlie effort on tin* liard irroiiinl 
and under Hio welter hiirili'ii jarred liim so niin-li as 
to come near to his iiiiiloiiig. and on a necessarily 
gingerl.v preparation hi* Avas not the real Isnnoiiiy, 
e.'isily as he afterwards Is-at ChipiM'iiiiali* and Ziit, 
when for tl:e soishuI time he Avon tiie .\scot Cup :iiid 
so put a splendid finish to his hrilliaut racing ca- 
reer. — “Vigilant” in Loiulim SiKirtsman. ■

in this maiiniT. First foals to win the Derby oiil\ 
number fiA'e, tlM'se being Daniil o’Uourke. Favuiiiiis. 
Ris'k Sand, Spread Eagle and Wild Da.vn'll. Willi 
tile exception of the first and fourth of tliose naiiied. 
tlii'se AA'cre all raivrs of merit and Uin-k Sand. 
Avhicli also AA'on tlie Two 'riiousand Guineas and St. 
Ij'gcr. did extn'ini'ly well as a sire prior to his all 
tiHi earl.v sudden death from iieart failiin* AvIieii only 
fourteen at tin* Bcl-Eba Stud, on Jiil.A' 20, 1914. 
Till' pick of Ills offspring AA'as Tracery, winner of Hie 
St. I.s'gi*r ill 1912. hut he AVas American-bred and I 
am oiilv now dealing aviHi horses foaled in tin* 
I’liited Kingdom. Among otlicr gisid horses of the 
past, wliicli were first foals and man.v of wliose 
mimes can Is* found in nearly all tin* latter d.iy 
le'digrci's, may in* instaiiceil Tlie Baron.

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AN OLD-TIME PLUNGER OF GREAT FAME] 

Henry Hellish of Blythe, Owner of a Lar^ Estate 
Took the Sport World hy Storm. 

At the iM'siiiiiiiiK of tlie last wiitury, when hard 
drinkiiiK was a national eiistom (then* was no lh|uor 
<-oiitrol iMi.-inl to say an KiiKlishnian “nay” if he felt 
thirst in thos<‘ days), and heavy eainhlini; at eanls, 
dh-e an<l on tin* race eourse the rule, there burst 
ti|M(ii the raeiiii; world a youut; Yorkshin- s«|uin‘, 
who. ill the wonls of a eoiilenniorar.v, “tcaik the 
world of siMirt by storm.” This was Henry Mellish, 
of Itlytlie. who, haviiie attained his niajorit.v a .year 
or two Is-fon* the luittle of Trafalsar, eame into 
iineoiitrollable iK>ss«“ssion of a larite estate. 

If eonlemiHirar.v historians wen* rieht, Mr. Mellish 
must have lss‘u a veritable “Admiral Criehton.” 
for it is said of him that there was not a siiiple 
s|H«rt. manly or olherwiw. in whieh he did not 
«‘x«a-l all liis rivals. Imprints, it was averred that 
Ih' was the fastest amateur riiniier and the finest 
rider to hounds of his day, while at IjoxiiiK, feneing 
and wrestling he outshone all the other amateurs. 

As an artist and also as a musician, he was faeile 
prims'ps aniongst non-pnifessioiials. and as a dandy 
it was a ease of “trick and tie” with Beau Briim- 
niel. As a whii>. tisi. he was classed A1 at Llo.vds, 
and the eyiiosiin* of all eyes when he drove onto the 
<-ours«* at Brighton or els«‘wln-re with his match- 
less team of browns. Into the fact that he had 
a «-olorless ctauplexion and curly jet-black hair, 
also a long ilnsiping black mustache (rather an 
ae<|uisition for a .voungster who had just attained 
his niajorit.v) we ms-d not enter, although vouched 
for hy title-tattle historians of the turf. 

In his fourth year as an owner. Mr. Mellish won 
tin* St. I>*ger with his «-<dt Sanelio. 7 to 4 chaiiw, 
with Bm-kle up, in a field of eleven. Seemingly 
the judge onl.v |daeed a sei-ond horse. Master Betty, 
and for that matter “Orton’s Annals” sa.vs nothing 
<-oncerning the distaiua* b.v wliieli the rata- was 
won. Is'iiig •-hii-fl.v coina-rned with the fact that | 
Vesta fell in running. Iier jo<-ke.v. K. S)H‘iKa*r. Is-ing 
bj'di.v hurt ami that Sir Bertrand also came down 
as did Witeheraft at the “ending i»ost.” 

Mr. Mellish again won the St. la'ger the next year 
by aid of Staveley. whieh was only fourth favorite, 
although at the somewhat crani|)cd prita* of Ti to 1. 
This is d«‘s<-rilMal by Orton as a “gri^t betting rata*,” 
whi<-h was won by alsnit a length by John Jackson 
on Mr. Mellish’s cadt. 

Mr. Mellis'a's turf car»‘er. if brilliant, was at the 
s.-:me time meteoric, for it lasti-d onl.v five brief 
years, (aiming to an end in ISOti. lie (aimmenia'd 
well, winning a match of- fifty guineas at the Utir- 
liam meeting in ISOl. the renowned “Bill.v” I’eirse 
riding the ^winner. Having “tasted blood,” young 
Mellish thirsted for further victories and. as far 
as horse raeing went, althougli a laa-kless plunger, 
he tiroluibly did not damage his patrimony to any" 
serious extent, for he was admitted to lie one of 
tlie liest mantclimakers and haudicaiiiMTs of his da.v. 
Like the late S<iuire Abiiigton. he had a strong 
leaning to the prize ring and a large amount of 
nion<*y was aiinuall.v disjiensed in the way of sub- 
sidies. or largesse, to members of tiie fanc.v, wlio 
regarded him as a sort of milcii eow. much as did, 
within the last thirty years, the fistic hangers-on 
of Mr. “Abingtou” Laird. 

Bice and cards, however, made tlie biggest in- 
roads oil the princely patrimony of Mellisli and it 
is relateil that he once staked 4U.0U0 iiounds on a 
single tlirow at iiazard — and lost — while on another 
occasion it was stated that at one sitting at Brooks’ 
Club he “inellt“d awa.v” the trifle of 97.000 iKiunds. 
On leaving the club he bapiieued to meet a royal 
duke — the Iliike of Sussex — to whom he avowed that 
“he was ruined, having lost everything.” The duke 
g«s>d-uatiiredl.v patted tin* diseonsolate young man on 
the back, saying, “Come back, your luck may turn.” 

DUKE’S WOBDS WERE PROPHETIC. 

The wonls were i»n»idietic, for, taking him at his 
word. Meliisli turned back and won no less a sum 
than 100.000 iHiuuds from the duke, which it is said 
was eomiiromised for by the granting of an annuity 
of 4.000 iiouuds a y-ear, a mere trifie to a man of 
Mr. Mellish’s lavish nature. 

Returning to consideration of Mr. Mellish’s turf 
ean-er. his matehes with his St. Leger winner, 
Sanelio, against tlie astute Lord Darlington’s I’avil- 
ioii. amused tlie greatest excitement in the siKirtiiig 
world. I’avilioii had met and beaten Saucho iii the 
New Claret Stakes (Diteh in) at Newmarket, a race 
of JOO guineas each, half forfeit, for which Saucho 
was second in a field of four. That was in the 
s|>ring of l.'-'0."(. and Lord Egremont’s Hauiiibel, 
whieh was tliird. was sul>s<s|ueuUy, matched by his 
owner for l.tKIO guineas against Saucho (one mile), 
the latter winning. 

A few days later Saucho beat Pavilion in a match 
over four miles at Lewes for 3.000 guineas (^.OtW 
forfeit). Odds of 2 to 1 were laid on the loser. 
Snbse<tuently Sanelio broke down in some other 
match, but in ISOti his owner again matched him 
against Lord Darlington’s Pavilion over the four 
mites at Lewes. Mr. Mellish looked u|>ou the match 
as a retriever and siii»|M>rted Saucho to win almut 
3<I.(MI0 iH.'unds. Odds of 5 and t> to 4 were laid on 
I’avilion and when Mellish drove onto the course in 
his spleudidly-aiii«»:uted drag, with its suiH*rb ti-aiu 
of browns, it is chronicled that he rais**d his white 
hat ironically to his friends in the grandstand and 
said: “If Saueho’s l>eat, I ho|»c some of you will 

take me for a coaehmau.” 

It was a great race. Weatherby’s “Calendar” of 
that i»erioi! iiKiitioned no jockeys in the returns, and 
even in tliat of the Derb.v, won b.v Paris in ISOti. no 
j«K-keys were given, not even tlie distaiua* the winner 
won b.v. From a (smtemiKirary acismiit of the mateli 
it ap|H*ars that Sam Chil'uey nsle Pavilion and 
Frank Buckle Mr. Mellish’s horse. Saucho is re- 
turind as having broken down in the race, but from 
the a<-e<iuiit just meiitioned. it was onl.v at the 
finish that he did so, after looking all over a 
winner. 

At that time Mr. Mellish had as a Ix'tting con- 
federate Ijord I'oley, and lively the two made it for 
tin- profi-ssional la-tting men. Mellish, for example, 
never o|M-ning his iiioiith in the ring under a “mon- 
key.” K.\<-iliiig wagering was invariably witnessed 
at Brighton, for instance when the jiartners were in 
their liest plunging form. Those were the days when 
the Prince of Wales lafterivards George IV.) made 
Brighton and Lewes the ga.vest scene of the year in 
Kiiglaiid. and 'i'oui Raikes’ “Diary” goes on to give 
a graphic picture of Brighton; 

“Tin- pavilion was full of guests, and the Ste.vue 
was crowded with all the rank and fashion from 
L/mdoii. The ‘legs’ and liettors, who had arrived in 
shoals. Used to assemble on the Ste.vue at an early 
hour, to eommema- their oiN-ratioiis <ai the first day, 
and tie- buzz was tremendous till Lord Foley and 
Mellish, the two great confederates of that day, 
would aiiiiroach the ring, and then a sudden silence 
ensued to await tlie o|ieiiiii-g of their Naiks. 

“’Tliey Would come on. i>erhat>s. smiling, but iii.vs- 
terionsl.v, witlioiit making any demonstration. At 
last Mr. Jerr.v t'lovi-s would sa.v, ‘Come, Mr. Mel- 
lish. will you light the candle and set us a-going V’ 
Then, if the muster of Bl.vtlie would say, ‘I’ll lake 
3 to 1 alioiit Sir Solomon,’ the whole pack ois-ued. 
and tlie air resiMHided with every shade of odds aud 
bettihS." 



'The two confi-derates inilled off some big coups 
together, and on the whoh- held their own well 
against the ring, though. iM-rha|is, not with such 
distingiiisln-d siicta-ss as the Hon. Richard Vernon, 
comiuoiil.v called Dick Vernon, who. if we an- to bt-- 
lieve his biograidier, Thomas Holcnift (author of 
that admin-d comedy, “The Road to Ruin”), was so 
“adroit in hedging his bets” that he usually made a 
lO.OOO-iHilind book, b.v which “lie lost nothing, nor 
could in any case have lost anything.” But Mel- 
lish lived at such a rate that the wealth of Croesus 
could not have held the strain. 

He iiad clow- uimui forty horses in training, seven- 
t<-eu carriage horses, a do»-n hunters in la-iet-ster- 
sliire, five chargers at Brighton (he was a captain 
in the ’Tenth Hussars, the ne plus ultra of fashion- 
able soldiering), la-sides hacks innumerable, and 
had a whole brigade of retainers in his pay, whose 
crimson liveries alone must have cost him a iin-tty 
la-niiy. Vet not even all this lavish exp<-nditure 
would have ruined Mr. Mellish if he could only have 
kept ahaif from dice and cards. A few exaiu|rtes of 
his reckless la-tting at hazard and curds have al- 
rt-ady bet-n given. 

The last straw to break the camel’s back was the 
St. Is-ger of ISOfi. over which the betting was 
terrific. The “Siiorting Magazine,” two mouths 
liefore the race was run, stated that there was 
little doubt that upwards of one million guineas 
had already In-en laid. laird Foley and Mellish were 
amongst those who were most heavily hit by the 
victory of Fyldener. 

The latter, indw-d. was ruined by the blow. In 
the following De«-mber his stud was sold, whilst 
he himself left England aud went out as aide-de- 
camp to Sir Rowland Ferguson in Siiain, where the 
I’eninsnlar was then raging. But before he left In- 
had the honor of entertaining his royal highness, tin- 
prince r»-geiit in his ancestral ball at Blythe, which 
was no longer his. however, for he had been com- 
in-lled to si-ll it to Mr. Walker, the great iron 
founder of Rotlierham,- who generously lent him the 
house in order that lie might play the host to his 
distinguished guest in a manner worthy of his re)iu- 
tation. 

During the few days that Mr. Mellish gave his 
farewell rec<-ption to royalty, he and the prince 
used to set up all night engaged in the faseiiiating 
pursuit of hazard, and there may be still ppt-served 
in Doncaster the little table at whieh the master of 
Blythe rattled the dice for tlie last time with the 
future sovert-ign of England. On being appointed 
aide-de-camp to Sir Rowland Ferguson, Mr. Mellisii 
rect-ived the bn-vet rank of colonel, aud whilst he 
was attached to that general’s staff distinguished 
himself so consiiieiioiisly by his gallantry and iu- 
telligenct- that he was more than once honored with 
siiecial mention and praise in the disiiatches of the 
Diike of Wellington. 

Unfortunately, however, Mellish could not restrain 
his passion for gambling, a vie** which the duke 
viewed with the greatest abhorrence during a cam- 
paign, and tin- cons*-*|uence was the colonel was ad- 
vised to throw up his iiost and return home. Dur- 
ing his absence his uncles had undi-rtaken the man- 
agement of his terribly embarrassed affairs.- Out of 
bis splendid prois-rty only one small farm was left 
to him — llodsac Prior.v — aud there, within sight of 
the noble mansion whieh had once been his, he lived 
the yuiet life of a country gentleman, in company 
with his wife. Lady Harriet Pett.v, one of the 
daughters of the Marquis of Lansdowne, whom he 
had married after his return fri:m - the Peninsular 
war. 

She had a snug income of her ow'u settled uiKin 
herself, and as her husband from the day of his 
marriage foreswore iK-ttiug and. gambling of every 
description, tliej- were able to live comfortably. Mr. 
Mellish devoted his attention to scientific farming, 
esiK-cially the breeding of cattle,' and bt-came also 
reuowin-d for his tine kennel of greyhounds. — lioudou 
SiKirtsmau.

I’essiniistie Americans who view with alarm our 
inereasing national obligations may derivi* a great 
deal of comfort from a compiiri.soii of the fiiinneiiil 
condition of tlie L’liited States oontrastisl with tlint 
of Gerniiin.v « 

Tlie total resources of the T’nited States are esti- 
ninted iit alKiut .$200.(8)0.000,000; onr auiittal «“arn- 
ings are estimated at about f.'iO.OOO.OOO.OOO. Our 
national debt, inehiding tlie third lilx'rty loan, may 
Ik- lint iirmmil $12.IMMI,0(K).(M)0. 

Before the war our government was spending 
atiout $1,000,000,000 a year. When the war is ended 
interest eluirges, less tlie interest oollected from 
our loans to our allies, government iusiiranee ex- 
js-nses and other neeessar.v exiK-nditures growing 
out of the war may eoiiservatively lie estiniateil at 
something like $1,000,000.(88). We are eoiifronted 
therefore, when jieace i-onies, with raising only a 
eouiile of billions a year revenue, a sligiit task for 
a nation of sueh tremendous weiiltli, eapaelty ami 
resoun-es. 

The resources of Gemiiiny liefore tlie war wen' 
estimated to bi‘ $80,000,(88), (88). The annual ex- 
iwiidituri's tlieu of the lin]>erial Government were 
aliout $.S(8).188),(88). Her debt now is $.30,0(8),00(), - 
• 88), and lier resonrees and man power liave been 
severel.v Impairtal. After tlie wair she is confronted 
witli iidditioiiiil ex|ienditnrt‘s growing out of the war 
totaling some $LI88),(K8),(88). 

Till- interest on lier war debt, even if the debt 
grows no larger, will he about $1,.'H)0,(88).(88). Al- 
though slie is niggiirdl.v in her isuisions to private 
soldiers and tlieir families, $l,(88),(88l,(88) a year 
would hardl.v suffice to pa.v even small pensions to 
lier injured and tin- families of lier soldiers wiio 
have ix“en killed. Her war debt must bi> paid some 
time, and a sinking fund of ."i js'r cent would 
add $1.5(8).(88),(88) to her annual tiixation. Hero 
is ii total iiierci'.se of $4,(88),(M8),(8)0 all due to the 
war. 

Of course both the I’nited States and Germany 
may greatl.v iiienaise tlieir debts, but the increases 
will not change tlie relative situiitions. 

Tlie German Goveriimeiit lias drained the German 
lx-o|)le of their gold, even their ji-wels and hoir- 
bsims. and .vet tlie Imimrial Rank of Germany now 
lias blit little ov<t $5(8),()(8).(88) of gold in its 
vaults. The I'nited States lias made no siieeini 
effort to obtain gold, has, made no call mioii the 
IH'ople for tlie precious metal, and yet toilny has 
ill its Tn-asiiry vaults praetienlly $2..5(8),(88),(88) of 
gold eoiii and bullion. — I’liblieity RiiUetiii of U. S. 
Tn'asurv.

PASSPORTS LONG IN USE 



I*ass|M>rls, witlio'it wliieli one cannot at present 
quit the country exce|it as a soldier or a sailor, are 
of ancient origin. Tlie earliest of which then' is 
record is one granlmi by Julius ('aesar to a philoso- 
pher, and is worded as fidlows: 

“If tliere hi* aii.v one on land or sea Iiard.v enoiigh 
to nudest I’otaman. let Idni eonsider whetlier he Im* 
strong enoiigli to wage war wltli Caesar.” 

Ill normal times a ii;iss|M>rt is not a difficult thing 
to obtain in England. Tl'c apidicatioii must he ae- 
coiiiiiaiiied b.v a di-idaration made either b.v tlie ap- 
Idieaiit’s hanker, or an.v nia.vor, magistrate, iiiiiiister 
of religion, liarrister at law, pliysieiaii, solicitor or 
mitar.v. It is liiignisticall.v a Idglil.v ornate diM-ii- 
iiient, with the Royal Anns at its liead. an imiMising 
arra.v of titles set forth in gniiidilcwiueut language 
and printed in tlie Is’st ciqiperplate. 

At the base of the coat of arms of the fon*lgii 
seeretar.v, followed b.v Ids signature, lithographed. 
The hearer’s signature completes the document and 
the whole thing nia.v bi* considered cheap at two 
shillings. 

If a iiersoii wishes to travel in an.v of tliose isiuii- 
tries wliere a pass|s>rt is a necessity, he must oli- 
laiii tile aekiiowledgeiiieiit of registration — this is 
the vise —of the emhass.v or consulate of timt inuii 
try. This costs a further sum of from two to nine 
shillings. — Answers. 



NO TIME FOR OPTIMISM 



No sooner doi's General Foeh bi'giii a smashing 
attack in tlie Soissons sector and take prisoners and 
gnus with the eo-oix*ration of hard-hitting American 
divisions tliaii Ids iiiovciiieiit is welcomed by onr ini- 
pressloimble optimists as tlie bi-ginidng of the end 
for Germany. The note of elation rises to a eres- 
eenilo of triumphant faith in victory. It is said 
that the French strategist lias regaiiu><] the initia- 
tive; that he will not lose it again; tliat Paris, 
Amiens and tlie ehaiiiiel ports are safe now; and 
that wltli a million American troo{is in the line 
the Gt^nians will soon Is* driven from French terri- 
tor.v. It is iiiifortiiimte that a gleam of success 
turns the* heads of many of onr p«*o|)Ie so, ami that 
they see in It the growing dawn of victory and the 
sunburst of neai*e. The enemy is less imaginative; 
wlmtever his successes art*, winitercr advantage 
he obtains, he eontiniies to plan a military tritiniph 
in the west — in the east he considers that he has 
won the war. 

No optimism eoiild be mon* foolish than the niito- 
iiitoxieation of the Americans and their allies when 
a German thrust is parried, a “drive” eheekml or 
stopiied, in Flanders.’ I’leardy or thi* Champagne. 
Tliere is reason for elation when General Foeh turns 
on the fot* and throws 1dm back with heavy casual- 
ties and !ieeiimiilating losses, as he has done in this 
his first real offensive since lie assumed command 
of till* allied fon*es on the western front; neverthe- 
less, his success should not be 'hailed as an assiir- 
ani-e that tlie worst is over, and that Iienrt*forth 
the Germans will liave to fight a defensive r:impaigii 
that must end in defeat and disaster. 

The road to victory will he long and toilsome, 
however brilliant tlie strateg.v of General Fik*U. 
liowever valiantly the allied tnmps acquit them- 
selves in the field. As that master of war has 
s:dd. this is a struggle h<*twoeii ia*onles as well as 
Ix'tween armies. It might b«‘ just as fatal for the 
Ix*ople of the allied nations to be victims of over- 
eoiifideiKs* as for tlie armies to suffer fnim it. 
Tliere is little danger of the latter; the allied 
soldiers know tlii*ir fis*. they do not make the mis- 
take of underrating his genius for war, his fighting 
ability. Rut tliere is a rt*al danger that tlie allied 
IK*o|di*s, and partieiilarl.v tlie Americans, will Is* 
deceived liy overeoiifidcms* to tlie tsiiiit of relaxing 
their energies when the situation calls for a supreme 
effort, if a vielory is to Ik* won and a deiiioeratie 
I«*aee secun*il. 

Ill homely phrase wiimiiigs a round — and tlint is 
just what General Foih has done in tlie Hoissoiis 
si*etor— may bo, and generall.v is, a different thing 
from winning a figlit. In this war Germany has 
won most of the rounds so far and shows few. If 
any signs of wiiiiing skill and strength 1n the field. 
It was never more true tliat the allies need all the 
resources they can eommaiid to end the war in their 
favor. As iiiaiiy ships, as inan.r airidanes, as much 
artiller.v mid aniniuiiitioii as can be i*oiistnieti*il and 
manufactiirisl. and as qiiicklj' as jiossihli*. Is the 
urgent, the iin|M>rative need of a crisis wliich was 
never iiion* acute. And as for trisips, too many 
of tlicm cannot b«* organized and trained, not two 
iiiillioiis, liiit twict* two iiiillinns or more. We are 
speaking of America’s eoiitribiitiou— our allies are 
near tin* end of their n'soiirees in man power.

ACID TEST FOR AMERICANS 



Tlie American soldier has had but little opportu- 
nity to show his mettle for half a et-ntiiry. Our 
brush with Spain and our sul»se»|ueut campaign in the 
Philippim s wen- in an im-oiispicuoiis theater of war 
and gave no n-al means of comparing the American 
Isi.vs as material for military training and efft-ctive- 
iicss with the b-vies for the great armies of Enrols-. 
Our maneuvers, when we hud any. were not cal- 
ciibit<-d to give a measure of the war capacity of 
young American manhtssl. Of eourst', we knew our 
.vouth. We knew their courage, gumeiiess, intelli- 
gence, adaptability and sense of n-s|ionsibility. We 
know that not one of them was without confidence 
that he could worthily wear the four stars of a full 
general n«-i-<l be. Better than that, we knew his 
moral •siurage and his s<-use of patriotic duty. 

We dill have one slight <-haiici- to measure the 
American soldier with the Eiirois-an and Japanese in 
the Boxer exiSHlitiou. The result justified our 
faith. For less thau a year we have been training 
•nir Isiys to fight in mislcm war. The qualifications 
for satisfactory militar.v s«-rvice art* higher than 
ever. The men with whom our soldiers are now 
associated on the western front and those whom 
they are fighting, have had three- or more years of 
training Is-hiud the line and in actual war. Our boys 
have lie«-n pitted against the |H-ttiHl guards of the 
Germaii cui|K-ror. called into battle only when a 
••risis is at hand and victory must lx.- had. The 
American soldiers of a yeal* have met and driven 
liack Un-St- veterans of the imiierial household. tlK- 
flower of thi- greatest niilitar.v system of the 
world. We Anierican-s an- not overinodest. We do 
not snffi-r from lack of self-confidence, t'onscious 
as wc an- of this, we find is-ciiliar gratification in 
shining facts that sin-ak for themselves of the wou- 
•h-rfiil qu.'ilities of young American manhood. 

The coiirst- of General P.ullard and his command 
at (Tiateau Thierry makes one’s heart Ixat high. 
He was orden-d by his Fn-iich <■ommander to give 
ground. He declined, on the ground that his troops 
did not know how to n-tn-at. He ordered them for- 
ward. The che<-k of the German offensive on the 
Marne bi-gau with this sharp coiiiiter of his men. 
His act saviM-i-d of insubordination. Only a bril- 
Ihint siicci-ss could justify it. He tfs'k the chance, 
anil rcisirt makes him a lieutenant-general. 

The most interesting and amusing evid-nce of the 
wonderful v.ork our nun are doing on the battle- 
front in France is to Is- found in the German 
niilitar.v i-e|«irts. They first ignori-d the pn-senci- of 
Amt-rican tri-ojis. TIu-ii tliey Is-Iittled their numls-rs. 
Tneu they reis.rti-il as killed more thau they have 
».aid could cross the seas. To be a successful liar 
a man must have some s<-usi- of humor. The German 
is without it. The st-nsi- of real huniaxi proportion 
it implies he lacks. A German lie can only fool a 
German. 

Tin- i-ontest on the Ourcq has been bitter. We are 
driving the tlermaus back. The true fighting edge 
of tile Americans has stiffened the morale of the 
whole allii-il arm.v. The French and British know 
what tliey may count on in the five millions to come 
if the first two hundred thousand thus can stand 
the gaff and wield it. 

But the .tmerican people must prepare at once 
for a sad awakening to the awful i-ost of war. Our 
total casiialtii-s to date as reported are but 13.000-^ 
v.ith seven divisions engaged in this battle in the 
salient.

THRILLING BATTLE WITH A SHARK 



That surf fisherman has not had his reverie* 
rudely disiH-rsed by tin- enervating apiK-arance of one 
or more sharks, lulling along in the undertow, 
favoring him with malevolent glanct-s out of the 
eyes that are the embodiment of sinister devilish- 
ness ? 

Siin-ly it is not fear that causes his flesh to creep 
anil a shivi-r to pass along his spine — not w*ith such 
a hoi sun broiling down ui>on his back. 

More likely it is the working of inheri-nt forces 
over whii-h hi- has no control; or iierliaps he is 
thinking of that plunge he took only that morning, 
swimming 200 yards off shore, and resembling noth- 
ing so much as a fine, fat — but animated pork 
chunk. Or ma.vhuxi, espi-cially if he were using 
fresh “bunker” as bait, his reveries were iiiterrupt- 
i-il by a quick, solid strike. 

His idea of what oceurs in the iiex't instant is 
ratlier vague, but he remenilx-rs seeing a dark 
form hurtle into view, to disapiiear with a swirl 
Ix-iK-atli the surface, In-aded straight to sea. 

Then, if his leader be of gut he exix-rieuces a 
sudden relaxation of his line, and reeling in, dis- 
i-ovi-rs that his leader has been cleanly cut. where- 
uiion he casts a thousand maledictiims uiion sharks 
ill general and that fast fleeting shark in par- 
ticular. 

It is a regrettable circumstance that sharks are 
hi-ld in such contcmiit by nearly all fishermen and 
in my opinion that this attitude exists is due to 
the manner in which smaller sharks weighing up to 
fifty iMjiiuds quickly cease giving battle after the 
first furious, but short, rush. 

A striiR-d bass or “channel” weighing from fifteen 
ismuils to fift.v will fight a varj'ing length of time, 
lasting from a half hour to an hour, much de|H-uding 
uism conditions — tide rijis, placement of hook, surf 
:inii. yes, even in the individuality of the fish. 

Sharks range far and wide in their quest for fiMKl 
and their ap|H-tites are insatiable. If . you would 
fain give battle to one of these tigers of the sea, 
go to a siHjt on the shore where a fish compan.v 
is disiKising of the offal taken from the tons of fish 
which they catch in their jiouuds. 

These guts thrown into the undertow are milled 
around by the varying tides until they st-ttle into 
the holes and i-haunels which usually exist. It was 
to such a s|K>t one fini- July morning that st-veral 
kiudn-d -spirits, m.vself aiiiong them, sallied forth 
to slay a shark; armed with the average surf fisher- 
men’s weaiKins, namely, fifti-en ounce rods, two 
ought reels and about 800 fei-t of new twelve- 
thread line. 

’The shark fisherman utilizes piano wire in two- 
foot lengths as leaders, two lengths connected h.v a 
barrel swivel in the center and an eyed, hand forged 
hook (from seven degrees no) at one end being the 
pro|K-r arrangement. 

Arrived at the battle front we fasten with while 
i-ottoii thread, about one-half of a meuhaili-ii (uioss- 
biitiker) to cur hooks. 

To make a cast of sufficient length hampered by 
the length of leader, plus the heavy and bulky barb 
is a trick not easily turned, and one must nt-c-ds 
wade out to the armpits in order to reach the re- 
qiiirt-d distance. 

This feature djd not bother me, however, as I 
was in my bathing suit, and what followed a few 
minutes later can Ix-st be illustrated by a story of 
our well worn friends from the “Ould Country,” 

Pat and Mike were out hunting when they dis- 
coven-d a wildcat up in a tree, and I’at immediately 
asi-i-nded. A sudden hard shake suecet-ded in dis- 
lodging the cat. whence it fell to earth. At least 
it would have so fallen if Mike had not iuteriiosed, 
n-ci-iving wild Thomas athwart the shoulders. 

The disturbance which immediately followed was 
an.vthiug but mild, and Pat called down, “Shall I 
cooni dooii an’ help yez lioiild ’iniV” 

“Xol” gasix-d Michael, “coom doon an’ help me 
let go.” 

That was my case exactly for the first few 
minutes of my fight with a shark weighing llio 
Iiounds and measuring 7 fi-et and lU inches in 
length. 

Spartan youth with fox beneath his shirt ne’er 
siK-nt a more interesting sc-ssion thau that xvhich 
befell me the few seconds it n-qulred that killer 
of men to tear off tkK) feet of line. 

M.V reel was like a live coal, and while surgeon’s 
plaster iirotected one thumb at the start this 
bunted through in a flash, and from then on i>res- 
siug my thuiiibs against a redliot stove would have 
been just as enjoyable. 

Xatiirall.v the gi-neral trend of action wended 
surfward. and it was without reluetance I allowed 
myself to be .submerged, outfit and all. 

Some one waded out and jammed on a thumb 
stall for me when the creature’s first mad rush was 
sti>i>iK-il — with but 200 feet of line still on the reel. 
Short irresitihle plunges still straight to sea now 
followed, each one tearing off 20 or 30 feet of 
coveted liiii-, and my nerves and thoughts were en- 
tirely stani|K-dcd. 

The slightest relaxation on the part of the shark 
at his end of the line was the signal for me to 
fight like mad at mine. My entire being was cen- 
tered on one object — to undermine the strength of 
my foe as much as iwssible before he started his 
si-cimd furious rush to sea. 

So greatly had he impressed his iMiwcr uiHin me 
I did not doubt for a moment there would be- a si-c- 
ond rush. It was impossible to realize that having 
thrown e\i-r.v ounce of strain uiMin my outfit that 
the tackle would stand I had sapiied that tremen- 
dous stn-ngth of which I was now afraid. 

Working to the north with every muscle aching 
and quivering from the strain, my friend, the enemy, 
was at last imluce-d to turn and swim imrallel with 
the shore. His movements now were not so swift 
as formerly, but he proceeded forward with a xiower 
that comiK-lh-il respect and was well nigh irre- 
sistible. 

Keeping abreast of him and fighting frantically 
at every step we procei-deil up the beach, fiirty 
yards, sixty yards, 100 .yards — then a cry arose from 
those iircsent for 700 feet to the sea the large dorsal 
fin of the shark was cleaving the surface like 
the iierisi-o|K- „f a submarine. 

Back and forth the battle waged until it iH-came 
appan-iit that if the shark did not soon succumb at 
his end of the line, I needs must succumb at 
mine. 

After forty-seven minutes of such gruelling work, 
the shark made an unconditional surrender, for, like 
his smaller brothers, when he did give up, he gave 
up completi-l.v. 

Swimming rapidly into the undertow, he was 
quickly XNianci-d upon by a ri-ceiition committee of 
two, each armed with a gaff and a minute later lie 
was lying on the sand, “all in.” So was I. 

It was three days Ix-fore the effects of the ter- 
rible strain on all my muscles wore off and is 
there aii.v reason then why I should agree with any 
man who holds the shark in coiiti-miitV Xew York 
Sun.
